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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


Friiow Citizens : 

In presenting the annual report of schools, as by law required, 
your Committee would beg leave to say that it is gratifying to re- 
cord, with so few exceptions, a year of so fair success and general 
prosperity to the schools in this town. 

The districts have generally been very fortynate in the selection 
of teachers who were well qualified for the duties to which they 
were called; and were willing to labor for the interests of their 
pupils, and in most of our schools there has been a very marked 
disposition on the part of the scholars to be orderly and obedient to 
the rules of school, and in most districts the teachers have had the 
hearty co-operation of the parents and citizens in the enforcement 
of wholesome regulations. ‘This is as it should be. 

The diversity of school books in our schools has been perplexing 
to teachers and detrimental to the progress of the scholars. To 
remedy this evil, it was deemed advisable to introduce a uniformity 
of books; and after giving the people timely notice, your commit- 
tee, following the advice of the Board of Education, did recom- 
mend, and, at the commencement of the winter schools, authorized 
the introduction and use of the following text books: Hillard’s 
Series of Readers, Cornell’s Geographies, Quackenboss’ English 
Grammar and First Book in Grammar, Walton’s Arithmetics, 
Quackenboss’ History and Philosophy, and Payson, Dunton and 
Scribner’s System of Penmanship; and would recommend to each 
district to procure sets of outline and other maps and globes. The 
old books had been so long in use, no change having been made — 
for some ten years or more, that they had ceased to interest the 
scholar, and if not interested in his book he cannot be expected to 
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improve. How mueh this has had to do with the increased interest 
and improvement in our schools, the past winter, judge ye, and 
here your committee would express his grateful acknowledgements 
for the apparently cheerful and hearty co-operation of parents in 
this matter. | 
Our school houses call for our serious consideration. It must 
be evident to every passer-by that something is wrong, that there is 
a want of ability or interest to make them what they should be. 
Most of them are unfit for the purpose for which they are intended. 
They furnish a subject for ridicule for the passing stranger, and 
and their unattractiveness and uncomfortableness may have much 
to do with the reluctance and irregularity with which many of our 
children attend school. No more than their parents are they pleased 
and satisfied with unpleasant and uncomfortable accommodations. 
Prudential Committees, in most of the districts, have manifested 
a commendable interest in the schools, and very much aided the 
Superintending Committee, by their assistance and advice, in the 
discharge of his duties. -He has met most of them in the school- 
room during the year, yet there are some delinquents, and al/ should 
remember that they have not fully discharged their duties when they 
have hired a teacher, bought the wood and furnished a broom. Our 
registers show a very commendable degree of visiting by ‘‘citizens 
and others,” but when we examine the names recorded there, we 
find that they are mostly others than parents. Will not parents be 
persuaded to consider this matter and see if they have uot duties 
and obligations, hitherto neglected, to perform, and arouse at once 
to the true interests of the rising generation. If, therefore, you 
would see your schools take a higher position in their capacity for 
usefulness, train your children, by example, as well as precept, to 
obedience and order, and proper degree of self-respect. at horne. 
Then visit frequently their schools, and encourage their teachers. 
Consider the difficulties and responsibilities of those teachers, their 
harassing cares and incessant anxiety, and determine to sustain 
them, so far as worthy, by striving to render their work pleasant, in- 
stead of regarding them as targets at which taunts and reproaches, 
the shafts of criticism and the arrows of calumny are to be hurled. 
Carry out your determination, by frequent and friendly visits to the 
‘school-room. In this way you can make your schools just what 
you choose to have them. 
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In closing this report, your committee may be allowed to say that 
he has endeavored to discharge his duty ‘‘faithfully and impartial- 
ly,” asking simply what is right, not what will best please this per- 
son or offend that individual. He has visited, not simply called on, 
all the districts under his supervision, spending, with most, the full 
half day at each visit, listening to recitations and Watching the ca- 
pacity of the teacher for the management and instruction of the 
school, thus learning more of teacher and scholar than by any pri- 
vate examination. He regrets not to fulfill the promise made to 
the children, at the commencement of the summer schools, to pub- 
lish in the report, the names of the scholars, with the rank of each 
as reported by the teachers. But, owing to the increased expense 
of so publishing, it was thought advisable not to do so, and,, to com- 
pensate, in some measure, for the disappointment, the names of 
scholars in the several districts, who have distinguished themselves 
for punctuality and regular attendance,are published, in connection 
with the special report of each district.

Disrricr No. 1. 


John J. Thurston, Prudential Committee. 

Summer Term. The teacher was well qualified for her situa- 
tion. By her kindness and efforts to do good, she succeeded in se- 
curing the affections of her pupils, and interesting them in their 
studies. In respect to order, good management and accurate teach- 
ing, the school was eminently successful. ‘That she may be as suc- 
cessful in the new relations and responsibilities she has recently as- 
sumed, is our most sincere desire. : 

Seven scholars in this district have not been absent one half day 
this term, viz: Charles Marsh, Harry W. Lang, Charles W.

The Superintending Committee of District No. 7, submit the fol- 
lowing report : 

The district has had three terms of school in each department. 
All the terms in the Primary department have been taught by Miss 
Mary KE. Kimball. Though her first attempt in the business of in- 
struction, the committee is happy to say that she succeeded well, 
interesting the scholars and giving satisfaction to the parents. 
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The school in the upper department was taught by Miss Susan 
W. Moore, who succeeded happily, as she always does. The fall 
and the winter terms were taught’ by Miss Mary E. Rowell, who 
was faithful and laborious in the discharge of her duties. 

The progress of some of the scholars was marked, and if this 
was not the case with all, they must attach the blame to themselves, 
and not to their teacher. " 

The number in attendance was small, not averaging more than | 
two-fifths what it was once. 

The prosperity of the winter school was in‘a measure impaired 
by a lack of subordination on the part of some of the older 
scholars. This spirit of restlessness and of impatience of control 
must not be countenanced for a moment by the parents or inhab- 
itants of the district. | 

If there is a place on earth where order is of the highest impor- 
tance, it is the school-room. Without it there can be no progress. 

I would earnestly recommend the purchase of some large maps. 
There is nothing more sure to interest children in geography, noth- 
ing better calculated to impress indelibly upon their minds the most 
important lessons, than the examination of large maps. Leta 
youth be accustomed daily to notice with attention a large map of 
the United States, with the rivers, lakes, mountains, cities; and 
principal towns belonging to it, and he will gain a more full and 
accurate knowledge of the geographical features of his own coun- 
try than he will simply from the reading of any book. A large 
dictionary is also needed. Shall not these suggestions be heeded? 

The inhabitants of this district, have shown, by the generous out- 
Jay, which many of them have made within the last two years, that 
there is no apathy among them on the subject of education.
